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REMAIIKS 

The Applicauls do not believe lhat examination of the response contained herein 
will result in iJiC introduclion of new matter into the present application for invention. Therefore, 
the AppUcant, respcctfiilly, requests that this response be entered in and that the claims to the 
present application, kindly, be reconsidered. 

The Advisory Action dalcd September 21 , 2005 has been received and considered 
by the Applicants. The Advisory Action aJTinncd the rejecUon of claims 1 -20. 

The rejection contains a prt>visional obviou-sness-type double patenting rejection 
to Claims 1. 9 and 12 under the judiciuUy created doctrine o I' obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 15 of U. S. Patent No. 6,778,826. The foregoing 
aniendmenl to the claims has mtjdificd the independent claims to define subject matter for Lhe 
portohle communiuations device to be provided with si buller for received messages. The 
Applicants, re.speetlully, submit that this amendment renders this provisional obviousnCSS-type 
double patenting rejection moot. 

l he Advisory Action affirms the rejection of Claims 1, 2 and 9 under ihc 
provisions of 35 U.S.C §1 ()2(a) as being anticipated by European Pub. No. EP 0 888 025 /\2 by 
Am in (hereinaacr rcfcned to -js Amin) for the reasons slated in the PCT International Search 
Report for Inlemational Application No. i'CT/EPO J/04026, fhe Kncction susserts that Arnin 
discloses a prolilc database that contains data representative of a characteristic behavior of an 
associated u.ser. lhe foregoing amendment to the claims has modified the independent clauns to 
dcfmc subject matter for lhe portable communications device to be provided with a buffer for 
received messages. The Applicants, rcspectfiilly, submit diat this amendment renders thi.S 
rejection moot. 

The Advisory Action affirms the rcjcctJon of Claims 1-5, 9, 1 1-1 6 and 20 under 
the pnjvisions of 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Intl. Pub. No. WO 99733293 by 
Dennis (hereinafter referred to as Dennis^ in view of liuropcan Pub. No. li? 0944 002 by nunncy 
etal. (hereinafter referred to as BumicxfiLaL). The rejection asserts that Dennis leaches that the 
wirele!?s device is commimicating via the second network, and the second network is different 
from the first. The foregoing amendment to the claims has modified the independent claims to 
delmc subject matter for the portable conununications device to be provided with a buffer for 
received messages. The Applicants, respectfully, submit tliat tbus amendment renders this 
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rejection moot, Tlic Applicants, respecilully, submit that the flmended claims 'jxv allowable over 
the combinaLion of Dcimis in view of Rmineyeta l. 

The Advisory Action rejects Claims 6-8 and 1 0 under the provisions of 35 U.S,C, 
§ 103(a) a5 being unpatentable over Ucnnis in view of Runney c t al., and fujther in view of U.S. 
Pub. No. 2002/0 1220612 in the name ofMartin ct al. (hereinatter referred to as Martin etal.) . 
I'hc foregoing amendment to ihe claims has modified the independent claims lo define subject 
mailer for the portable uimmunications device to be provided with a hullLT for rcccived 
mt:ssagcs. Ihe Applicants, respectfijUy, submit thai tliis amendment renders this rejection moot. 
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Applicant is not aware ofany addiLitmal patcnls, publications, or otJier 
infonmtion not previously submitted to the Patent and Trademark O trice wliich would be 
required imdcr 37 C.F,R, 1 .99, 

In view of the foregoing ainendrnent and remflrks, the Applicant believes that the 
present applicaliun is in condilion for allowance, with such allowance bciue, respectfully, 
requested.
